SECOND LETTER

Argentina has taken another step to- 
ward curbing the operations of the swarm 
of Axis agents who, to the knowledge of 
the authorities and the world at large, 
have honey-combed that country with fac- 
ilities for helping the enemy destroy Allied 
ships and murder Allied seamen. 

All ports in the republic have been de- 
clared military zones, and all telegraph and 
telephone systems have been placed un- 
der control. And a round-up has been 
made which landed a score of Hitler- 
helpers behind the bars—a score out of the 
hundreds who should be there. 

If these are steps which should have 
been taken long ago, they are in fact the 
most direct measures yet set in motion to 
redeem Argentina from the reproach of be- 
ing intimidated by fear of reprisals. They 
follow closely upon the coup in North 
Africa, It is fair to suppose they indicate 
growing confidence in the least confident 
of the South American countries that Hit- 
ler will never be in position to exact venge- 
ance for the demobilization’ of his fifth 


column.

There Has To Be Control 


A judge in a Toronto court has given 
a decision which calls in question the leg- 
ality of the whole price and trade control 
system set up by the Dominion. 

He may, or he may not, be right in his 
interpretation of the law. The courts will 
settle that question in due course. Since 
he seems to be the only judge in Canada 
who has taken the view, the chances are 
that he is wrong. 

Whether he is right or wrong, will make 
no difference in the outcome. There has 
to be control of prices and trade. The na- 
tional interests demand this, and a court 
decision or any number of them could not 
abolish the fact. If the present system 
were found to be insecurely based in law, 
the defect can be remedied, or another sys- 
tem set up—and made retroactive. 

The point of practical importance is 
that merchants and the public should go 
right on doing what they are required to 
do by the control regulations, paying no 
attention to the Toronto decision, No per- 
son should get or try to get an¢ more sugar 
or gasoline than the ration book says he 1s 
entitled to; nor try in any other way to 
dodge the restrictions.

A New Recruit? 


Admiral. Darlan has apparently been 


won over to the Allied side. He at least 
has broadcast from Algiers that he 


will co-operate with the Allied forces in 
protecting the French colonies in North 
Africa—presumably he means against the 
Axis. 

When a man does right we need not 
question his motives, and should not deny 
him the credit due: But neither is it safe 
to ignore the circumstances, assume that a 
past enemy has suddenly become a friend, 
or suppose that a poltroon of yesterday 
has changed to a hero today. 

Darlan at Algiers is the same man as 
Darlan at Vichy. Only the circumstances 
have changed. He went to Algiers for his 
own good. He ordered the Vichy forces in 
Africa to cease resistance only when resist- 
ance was obviously useless, and might 
bring punishment upon himself. He asked 
the Vichy fleet to join the Allies when he 
could have ordered it to do so, 

So far as is known Darlan has never 
claimed to be a Nazi. But he has been bit- 
terly anti-British, has declared his hatred 
to arise from family traditions, and has 
thus far done nothing to help the Allies 
beyond what was also for his own secur- 
ity. It will be time to present him with a 
halo when there is more to thank him for, 

The same circumstances that sent Dar- 
lan scurrying to Africa sent Laval scurry- 
ing to Munich, and Petain walking in cir- 
cles babbling inconsequentialities. None of 
the three would strike a blow for France, 
and none of them has done so yet. Darlan 
is not in the same class as Laval, but that 
is not saying much for him, They and 
their colleagues were time-servers  to- 
gether. If Darlan means to fight for 
France from this on, there is no doubt that 
his assistance will be valuable.

manoeuvre in defeat, when his Nazi troops 
Seized the available transport and left six 
Italian divisions stranded. At each point 
on his course of flight he has left a suicide 
rear guard of Italians to delay the pursu- 
ing forces while his Nazis burned up the 
desert trail to the west. What became of 
the holding detachments he did not care, 
so long as they somehow hampered the 
pursuit. 

The deserted Italians seem to have done 
more of the delaying by cluttering up the 
roads and begging to be captured than by 
fighting. They cannot be harshly judged 
for that. They were without food, without 
water, without supports, without hope. 
They owed nothing to the men who had 
abandoned them, and showed plain sense in 
taking the quickest route to the grub sup- 
plies in the rear of the British lines, 

It must now be very plain to these 
men and to their relatives at home that 
while they were supposed to be fighting for 
Italy they were really fighting for Hitler. 
And plain also to the Italian troops who 
are now being thrust into Tunisia to save 
the precious Afrika Korps from complete 
extinction. These know, if they have 
heard anything of the fighting along the 
tracks in Egypt and Libya, that the Afrika 
Korps will, if it can, make its escape, leav- 
ing its vescuers in the lurch.

All Sorts of Myths Cluster 
About Hitler’s Fighting 
Machine

There are certain assumptions 
that are never questioned: That 
Hollywood, for example, is the capi- 
tal of the world’s film industry 
That Shakespeare is the greatest of 
dramatists, That the German army 
is the finest in existence: and, as a 
rider to this, that it is quick to 
recognize merit in the ranks, and 

to promote its holder, 


Some of these assumptions are 
true. Others are open to argument, 
even though they are never argued. 

In the first place, the legend that 
the German army is officered by 
men of democratic origin, in com- 
parison with the British, which is 
frequently said to draw its leaders 
from only a_ single social class, 
seems to be based entirely on the 
fact that Field Marshal Rommel 
| was once a “ranker.” 

It is true that Rommel! began his 
career as the counterpart of a 
British private, But that was in the 
old Imperial army. When the Nazis 
first heard of him he was already 
an officer, | do not think that the 
present German leadership has 
drawn any of its main generals 
from anywhere but the officer class 

The mere recital of the names of 
the German leaders is like a roll 
call of Continental aristocracy: Von 
Bock, Vor Rundstedt, Von Kleist, 
Von Leeb, Von Hoth, Von Fritsch, 
Von Brauchitsch. The German 
army, in fact, for good or ill, is 
the most aristocratic in its leader- 
ship in the world 

What is the position in the Brit- 
ish army, where, it has been said 
Rommel! would still be a sergeant? 
Of the officers in this arn 75 per 
cent, come from state schools 

A little while ago I spent a few 
days in a village on the east coast, 
where I came to know a group of 
officers. One, an Oxford man, had 
been a barrister in private life; an- 
other a magazine salesman; an 
other an insurance agent; a fourth 
a commission man on the Stock 
Exchange’ and of those the lowest 
in rank was the barrister. 


The vice-chief of the imperial 
general staff is Lieut.-Gen. Archi- 
bald EK. Nye. His father was a

| monwealth. Nor is this a freak or a 
thing unparalleled.

{| So much for the theory that the 
| Success of the German army is due 
'to its choosing its officers more 
democratically than the British 
The German army is a magnificent 
organization, In certain circum- 
stances it fights as well as it is 
humanly possible to fight. It has 
put up a very fine show in the 
present war, 

But even so its success can easily 
be exaggerated. In fact, its success 
has actually been exaggerated, and 
this exaggeration is part of its suc- 
cess. The French armies it over- 
came were defeated by its reputa- 
tion almost before a shot was fired 
German successes in western 
Europe in 1940, which so dazzled 
the world, in reality count for no 
more as a military exploit than 
Wavell’s first advance to Bengasi 

In Russia the German armies 
have come up against sterner stuff 
They have won tremendous vic- 
tories. They have conquered an 
immense area of land at a great 
speed, They have inflicted millions 
of casualties, and captured imany 
famous cities, But victories and the 
acquisition of land are not ends in 
themselves. They are only the 
means towards the extermination 
as a fighting force of the oppos- 


ing army. 
In Russia the crack German 
army, exerting itself to the ut- 
most, has conspicuously failed to 


achieve this. 

True, the Germans can 
their excuses, They can say, for 
example, that Russia is tree to 
concentrate her immense resources 
on a single front, while "Germany 
has actively to fight both in the 
east and in Libya 

Bul, in that case, what about 
Libya itself? In Libya Rommel’'s 
army was faced by forces that have 
to wage war all over the world, 
both on land and sea, often fight- 
ing many thousands of miles away 
from their bases, 

The German people may well 
begin to wonder whether their 
crack fighting force is all it is sup-

time for sweet desserts is 
here. We need the occasional rich 
dessert to produce energy especi- 
lally in the winter. To keep within 
our sugar ration we must look to 
sweetening agents such as 


| honey. 

Have you ever wondered if honey 
is a food with any actual value 
| beyond the value of sugar? é 
/it has, indeed, a very great claim 
on our respect. It is a natural 
sugar. very digestible, high in 


energy value and a fine fuel for | 


muscular activity. 

As a flavoring, it ranks very high. 
Add to this the fact that it has im- 
portant contributions to make 
the mineral supply our bodies need 
and you begin to get a glimpse of 


why honey is entitled to our real | 


regard. 

In any household, allowing honey 
to assume a part of the sweet pro- 
vision for family meals is a wise 
move. But there is still greater 
wisdom in seeing that this is done 
in any family notable for its “sweet 
tooth.” 

Practically everyone loves honey, 
for it does very delicious things to 


food mixtures. Just as delicious 
as the addition it makes to your 
slice of hot buttered toast, bran 


muffin or fluffy hot biscuit. 


How To Substitute 


Honey may be used in home cook 
ing as a substitute for sugar or 
molasses with delightful results 
provided the following general 
rules are observed: 

1. Measure honey always in liquid 


| form If granulated, heat it over 
warm water until liquid: 
2. For every cup of honey used 


reduce the liquid called for in the 
recipe by one-fifth; 

3. One cup of honey is as great 
in sweetening power as one cup of 


sugar, 

4. Use one-quarter to one-half 
teaspoon of soda to each cup of 
honey; 


5. Increase the amount of salt by 
one-eighth to one-quarter teaspoon 

6. When substituting honey for 
!sugar in cake, reduce the liquid of 
the recipe by one-fifth and use half 
honey and half sugar, Fruit 
is an exception to this rule and all 
{honey may be used. 

7. In milk puddings and pie fill- 
ings, add the honey with a thicken- 
ing agency, such as flour or corn- 
starch 

The most important factor to re- 
member in honey cookery is that 
cakes and cookies must be stored 
for a week or more to allow the 
{honey to ripen, that is the honey 
must crystalize, At the end of the 
ripening period your cake will be 
more tender and the flavour greatly 
improved

F.D.R. Rushes 
Food, Arms to. 
North Africa 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 14--(AP) 
——In a far-reaching move de- 
signed to add new legions of fight- 
ing men to the armies battling 
the Axis, President Roosevelt 
yesterday ordered arms, food and 
clothing sped to the people of 
French North Africa and promis- 
ed the same aid to any other 
territory occupied by the United 
Nations. 

“No one will go hungry or with- 
out the other means of livelihood 
in any territory occupied by the 
United Nations, if it is oumantly 
within our powers to make the 
necessary supplies available to 
them.” he said in a statement, 


SUPPLY WEAPONS 

“Weapons also will be supplied 
to the people of these territories to 
hasten the defeat of the Axis.” 

The president's statement was not 
limited to French North Africa, 
and thus it conjured up pictures of 
great new armies of liberation 
springing up as the United Nations 
push their offensives into territory 
in Europe and Asia now under the 
heel of the Axis 

The president's order, issued to 
the lend-lease administration, 
was interpreted to mean that the 

United States would immediately 

move to supply weapons to 

Frenchmen in North Africa as 
well as to Arabs and other groups 

willing to take up arms against 

Germany and Italy.
